Highlighted findings inq^Lude the following: (1) 
the average FT85 contractual base saliiry for faculty withT 9-mottth 
contracts was $29,309, and for faculty with 12-month contracts waa 
$25,418; (2) part-time facuJ^ty salary rates averaged $277 per cour^> 
s^4ester hour; (3) the average ^85 contractual base^ salary paid to 
other professional staff with ^-month contracts was' $29,|09^ U) th# 
average administrative staff contractual salary for FT85 was $34,516; 
(5) the cost of fringe benefits in F784 for full-time faculty 
averaged $3,457.

The 
annual report* suanarises this, infomation, which is used hy the colleges ta 
detenaining staff salaries and for purposes of cdaparisoti. The< ICCB staff and 
other state agencies use thto rep«>rt to iimitor and analyse trlnds in eomnnity 
college salarite and personnel policies. . ^| 

Every atteapt was sMide to ensute that* the data presented' are conparable for 
eac|i college^ HoMever, due to t^ g<^t dlMsity. aatong . the coanmity 
colleges ill hoth adudnlstrative^structures af|d salary^ policies, caution is 
advised in naking coaparisons on the basis of any one splary figure. Several 
types of salaries are shown in the report, and an analysis of all of thes^'is 
essential when »a|cing coaparisqns. For example, if one wanted, to coopftra, 
faculty salaries at a , relatively new college with those at an established 
college, the salary schedule ^salaries would "be the most ap propr i ate for 
purposes of comparison. Ue hope the information in thi%report will serve the 
needs of each of jrou.

1. Tlie waislited average Flseal Year 1985 eontraetual base salary for faculty 
with 9-aonth contracts was $29,309. The weighted average for faculty with 
12-«onth contracts was $25,418. The contractual salary is the base salary 
paid to full-tlisa faculty (see Pages 3 thrdugh 5).

2. The state ^average 12-«onth f fiscal year (yT2 type) faeuriy salary for

3. Part-tiae faculty salary rates ranged from $200 to $485 per course 
. seaester hour and averaged $277 during the fall 1984 tertt. The average 

overload rate for full-tiae faculty per course sesMSter hour during the 
acadaaic year was $386 (see Pages 8 and 9).

6. The average ad«dnistrative staff eontraetual salary for Fiscal Year 1985 
was $34,516. The salaries r^rted ranged fn» a low of $13,811 to a high 
of $76,533 .(see Pages 17 through 25). 

7. The cost of £|^iige benefits in Fiscal Year 1984 for full-time faculty 
ranged frcm $375 to $8,012 per person. The state average cost of fringe

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The Pall 1984 Salary Survey for tbe Illlnoia Public Conaunlty Collies was 
easmitially ttie sam as tlie survey eoiiducted ifcirii^ tlie fall of 1983. The 
survey requests faculty salary data i4iich are based' on actual contracts, 
salaries froa faculty salary schedules, part^tiae faculty salary rates, 
overload faculty salary rates, total fiscal year (W-2 type) faculty salaries, 
administrative salaries, other profession&l salacies, averase faculty load 
information, salaries for positions fisilar to Universities Civil Service 
classifications, and salaries of key administrators.

Table 1 m Page 2 shows a suanary of swlected faculty ani| administrative 
salaries in Illim>is public cmmmmlty^ cofleses for Fiscal Year 1985 . The 
ratnse of salaries and the state average salary are shown in this table. Tlw 
contractual salaries (9-month and 12Haonth) represent those* which the colleges 
actually contract with the faculty. The salary sclvedule salaries are ones 
which are shown on the colleges* salary schedules. The state, weighted average 
Fiscal Year 1985 conti^ctual^ base salary for full-time faculty with 9^month 
contracts was $29,309; for 12-TBoath full-time faculty the average Fiscal Year 
1985 contractual salary was $25,418. 

The average salary sch«tule salary for full-time teaching faculty with a 
master's degree ai^ no experience increased by ^2.6 perceht to $15,861, whlAe 
the average, salary for a teacher with a .master's degree and wairiiwwi hburs 
increased by 3.0 percent to $32,619. , • " .

The administrative salaries shown are for an entire year (12 months) and 
represent the average of all tius salaries reported by all public community 
colleges in Illinois. Hot fll colleges have all adndnistrators and not all 
administrators are at the same adainistrative level; therefore, caution should 
be used in coaparing administrative salaries. ^ 

part-time faculty salary rate per c^rse credit hour increased to 
$277. This represents an eight dollar increase (3.0 percent). Part-time 
salary rates are determined in a variety oi ways at eaeh community college. 
For exasqple, some colleges pay a flat dollar amoimt per course, while , other 
colleges pay a rate per cmarse ^credit hour or fBf class contact hour. In this 
survey, all of these various methods of paymaot were converted to an. average 
rate per smmester credit hour to obtain coapacable data. 

The Fiscal Year 1984 (li-2 type) state average full-time faculty salary was 
$31,742, This is 16.8 percent ^higher than the average Fiscal Year 1983 
contractual base salary. These toial, annual faculty salaries include the base 
salary plus extra pay for additional cmarses above a full-time load 
(overloads) and for a susaaer session as well as any additional payment for 
ecial assigftmontS, such as serving as^ departawnt chairperson. This salary 
similar to the salary reported on the Internal Revenue Service 11-2 Form 
except that it cLs for a fiscal year instead of a calendar year.

The lowest salaries represent Um lowest contractual base salary actually paid 
to a full-tine faculty mea^r 'at each of the coaaunity, college districts and 
nay ^ ^Lffermt from salary schedule salaries which are reported in Tables 8 
and 9 of this report. 

The high salaries rapresent the higtest contractual base salary actually paid 
to full-tine teaching faeulty nenlMBrs for an aeademie year at each of ttw 
colleges. The mean salaries represent the weighted average ' of all full-tina 
teaching faculty' salaries at each eonmunity collie district. Statewide 
avet^e salary data reported t^iroughmtt this report are. weighted average 
salary data. Ttw nadiaA salari«i reported are ttK>se which are the middle 
salary (an e<|ual miaber- of , salaries e<iual to or lower aiul equal to or hi8her) 
at each college. The nedian salary is the in>st appropriate neasure of central 
teiuSencies foi^ salary datar within a givto^college since it is not affected by 
extrena high or low salaries^ however, it not as neaningful When report ins 
statewide coa^site nedian salary data.
